DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 3-5 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, the terms "having" and "including" are not appropriate transition terms which 
would define the scope of the claim. It is unclear what the scope of the claim is. 

In claim 1, it is not clear how many of the "trigonal linear prisms" are disposed along the 
uncommon edges. 

In claims 3-4 and 7-8, the symbol "~" is not appropriate and should be amended to "-" 
In claims 4 and 8, it is not clear what "the same angular relation" is. In addition, claims 4 

and 8 recite the limitation "the same angular relation" in the second line of the claims. There is 

insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

In claims 5 and 9, it is not clear what "edge" the trigonal linear prisms are disposed 

along. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Nilsen, U.S. Pat. 
No. 5,840,406. 

Nilsen shows a retroreflective prism structure comprising a front and rear structured 
surface comprising a continuous arrangement of three triangles mutually perpendicular and have 
a common point and windows 1 OF (trigonal linear prisms) disposed along at least one of the 
edges of the sides of the three triangles (Figures 1 and 7). Nilsen shows that the windows 10F lie 
in a common plane or in different planes (Figures 8-9). Nilsen shows that the indices of 
refraction of the retroreflective prism structure is from 1.4 to 1.7 (column 3, lines 13-14). Nilsen 
shows that an axis which extends from the common point to the surface 16 is tilted by within 

-15° to 15° to an axis normal to the surface 16 of the retroreflective prism structure 
(Figure 7). Nilsen shows that one or more of the windows 10F are disposed along one edge of 
one of the three triangles (Figure 1). Nilsen shows that the edges of the triangle can have 
different lengths from each other (Figures 6, 8, and 10).
